BUYING INSTEAD OF SELLING. 


P. II. Daniels, the Ice denier, put up 


about 2,1)00 tons of k*e last winter and 
(supposed he hud enough to supply hia 
own trade and help out the dealers in 
neighboring towns in ruse of necessity. 
When so much of North Adams' ice 
supply was condemned by the board 
of health of that t-ity there was a call 
for Mr. Daniels' ice and he began to 
gell, but he soon saw that this would 
not do and stopped wholesaling. Owing 
to the long continued 
hot weather, 


which not only increased the demand 
for ice but the waste in handling it, 
his supply ran short and l\e is now 
buying ice of George Shand and draw- J 
ing it from Adams. This is expensive 
business and materially reduces the 
profits, but so Ions ^s ice Is to be had 
at any price Mr. Daniels will continue 
to supply his customers without in- 
creasing the price t« thorn. He states 
that there is a shortage of ice in many 
places, owing to the exceptional heat 
of the summer, and that a Troy dealer 
was in town Tuesday trying to buy ice 
of him. 


A PATENTABLB INVENTION. 


N. J., Baron has finished for the flre 
department a cart for carying the 
chemical fire extingui&hers, with the 
exception of painting. The cart is an 
excellent one in every way and has 
one feature which is original, this being 
the invention of William J. O'Hearn, 
who works for Mr. Baron. The inven- 
tion consists of an iron circle in each 
corner of the box for holding the ex- 
tinguishers in place, and these circles 
ire jointed and opened and closed with 
levers. When opened the cans can be 
set in them and by a simple motion of 
the levers the circles close upon the 
cans hold them as firmly as if they 
•were parts of the rart. The device, 
though simple, is very practical and 
effective, and those who have seen the 
cart think the, invention should be 
patented. The cart will be painted to 
correspond to the hose carts and suit- 
ably letered in gold.

This collection was deposited in a mas- 


Blve coffer of sandstone, burled under 13 
feet of masonry. An inscription on one of 
the vases states that the relics are those of 
Buddha and indicates that the tumulus 
was constructed about BOO B. C.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

Their natural foraging 
and exploring tendencies lead them to 
creep out of the hole which leads to the 
^tension. The tire of the front wheel 
constitutes tho floor of that extension. 
Tho -weight of the n&otise causes it to 
start Devolving, and tho moose tries to 
run back to the hole. But the faster ho 
runs the quicker tbo tire spins.

Supports the Department's 
£ Plans After Explaining 


What They Are. 


With expansion of territory, and es- 


pecially when the lands acquired are as 
far from the home station as are the 
possessions which have recently come 
under the control of the United States, 
It is necessary to maintain a large navy 
to retain the hold upon them. Before 
the Hispano-American war the United 
States possessions were limited to the 
home coantry, and the navy was con- 
sidered to be ample for the protection 
of the lands over which the stars and 
stripes flies. With new territory to be 
looked after, it is different, and an in- 
crease of our naval forces both in ships 
and men is necessary. Previous to the 
war the United States, so far as her 
navy was concerned, was considered a 
email factor among the nations of the 
.world. The change that the war made 
*-as marvelous, and Uiu United States 


they are worthy of all the respect and 
honor the United States can" bestow up- 
on them. 


Since it has become one of the policies 


of the government to increase its naval 
force and place it on a footing with the 
more powerful ones of Europe our naval 
experts have been at work devising 
plans for the construction of the new 
vessels which are to be added from time 
to time. Many interesting problems 
have been brought out in the matter of 
the best methods to be employed and 
the most valuable type of ship for the 
service. These subjects have been ex- 
haustively discussed by the experts, but 
the result of their findings, so far as.the 
practicability of the plans is concerned, 
will not be known until the ships have 
left the ways. The theory of the steel 
warship has been thoroughly tested, and 
the constructors will no longer have to 
work in the dark. These ships hav« 


omtnendation will b» favorably acted 
upon. 


The new vessels that It Is proposed to 


add to the navy will be of from 1,000 to 
3,000 tons greater displacement than 
those now on the active list or provided 
for—that Is to say, the armored cruisera 
will have a displacement of 12,000 and 
the battleships of about 13,000 tons each. 
The cruiser Brooklyn is the largest ves- 
sel of her class now on the active list. 
Her displacement is 9,153 tons. The bat- 
tleship Iowa has a tonnage of 11,296 and 
is the largest of that class of vessel on 
the active list, while those now under 
construction have a tonnage of 11,500, 
The battleships Illinois, Wisconsin, Ala- 
bama, Kearsarge and Kentucky, which 
are rapidly near ing completion, will 
each be of about 11,500 tons. 


The plans and specifications for the 
new vessels will show a decide^ arl- 
.vance over those that were use','; for 


ently arranged. It Is not unlikely that 
the battleships and armored cruisers 
will have armor plates extending the 
entire length of the aides Instead of, as 
heretofore, only over the vitals. It was 
shown during the war that, while nona 
of our ships was seriously damaged, 
armor placed all along their sides would 
have added greatly to their protection. 
With the new Krupp process of harden-1 
Ing the plates it will not be necessary 
to nave the belts of as great thickness 
as at present. This will be a great ad- 
vantage in the construction of the heav- 
ier ships, as the saving in weight can 
be utilized in the engine and boiler 
space and to acid'.'to'the coal carrying 
capacity. The plates, now in use on the 
battleships and armored cruisers are 
harveyized and are from 10 to IS inches 
in thickness, while', the new ICrupp 
plates will not be. more than 10 inches 
In thickness for ,the- battleships and 


than diminished ami will be so placed I 
as to'give the vessels greater broadside 
action. Turrets will be used on the for- 
ward and after decka, in which the 
heavier guns will be mounted. The 
guns on the. aides of the vessels will be 
of smaller caliber than some now in 
use, but there will he more of them, and 
witli the new devices for discharging 
them rapidly they will be capable of 
throwing more pounds of metal in a 
given time than those on the ships now 
on the active list. 


The foreign navies are not only being 


increased in the number of ships, but 
their batteries are being arranged dif- 
ferently and their speed materially in- 
creased. The large transatlantic com- 
panies are building larger and faster 
vessels for their service. They are con- 
structed under the supervision of their 
respective governments and in accord- 
ance with their admiralty laws with a 
view to having them up to the standard 
so they may be used as auxiliary cruis- 
ers. Vessels of this class during the 
Hispano-American war gave a good ac- 
count of themselves. It is for the pur- 
pose of coping: with such craft and the 
high speed cruisers that are being add- 
ed to the navies of the world that our 
government Is looking to the construc- 
tion of fast armored, protected and un- 
protected cruisers. 


In no particular have the teachings 


of the war been more.striking than in 
the demonstration of the value of ar- 
mored cruisers. We have. but two of 
this class, the New York and the Brook- 
lyn. 
They performed, most valuable 


service, nat off the coast of Cuba only, 
but in bringing some of the fas'ter ships 
LO a stop when they undertook to run 
the blockade. 
As moderate lighting 


machines they are unsurpassed. They 
showed their worth at the battle with 
the swift Spanish fleet .off Santiago. For 
all'round-service trie armored and pro- 
tected cruisers are the best type for 
naval service, and the government will 
do well to add many of them to the 
list. Russia has a large number of this 
type, and other European countries are 
rapidly building them. 


; The new,, armored cruisers for..the 
United- Stages navy win^be\laxger Land 
more powerful than arty we how h'ave. 
The type will be similar to the Brook- 
lyn, 
"b'ut many improvements will be 


made. The war has shown the danger 
of using wood on fighting ships. This 
material will" be dispensed with in every 
department'Vp'ssibM;' arid -where it is 
employed W*vrtfl"tf*- subjected to fire- 


ng. - All? theV'-rfre" mains will ''be 


placed below the protective deck. The 
•hips will have a greater steaming 


mounting: guns. There are none of our 
ships now in the service which are fit. 
ted with underwater tubes, while many 
of those in the foreign navies are equip- 
ped only with them. 


The danger of torpedo tubes above 


the water line of a lighting ship was 
startlingly illustrated during the battle 
near Santiago harbor on July 3. On that 
occasion a shell from an American ship 
struck a torpedo which was in one of 
the Vizcaya's tubes, and a dozen men 
were blown into eternity by the result- 
ant explosion. 


Another matter that will be taken into 


consideration by the board of construc- 
tion, in the plans for the new vessels 
will be the location of the coal bunkers 
and magazines. Some trouble has re- 
sulted from having the bunkers and 
magazines close to each other. Some 
of the accidents that have occurred by 
spontaneous combustion of coal haye 
not only caused anxiety,'but consider- 
able damage. In most of the ships the 
coal bunkers and magazines are close 
together. This Is especially so in the 
case of the cruiser New York and the 
battleships of the Oregon class. Fires 
have been discovered in the bunkers, 
and in some cases the boxes in which 
the fixed ammunition is kept In the 
magazines adjoining them have been 
charred. Of the more, serious fires that 
have occurred, although ho damage 
was done to the ammunition, were those 
on the cruisers New York, Minneapolis, 
Cincinnati and the battleship Indiana. 
These brought to the-notice of the de- 
partment the danger of plac'ng the 
magazines and bunkers too near to each 
other. With the increase of coal space 
the magazines will have to be distrib- 
uted, and great care will be taken to 
correct the old fault. 


Still another matter that will be 


considered by the board wilj be that 
of increasing the magazine space to 
permit the vessels to carry a larger 
supply of ammunition and projectiles. 
The ships at present in the service in 
a hard -fight could fire all the ammuni- 
tion they can now stow away in less 
than six hours and- some of them in 
much less time. To increase the-maga- 
zine' space means to give the vessels 
more fighting ability, and:it will be just 
as necessary as increasing the engine 
and boiler capacity. 


The new ships which will be added 


to the service from time to time will be 
of the battleship, armored, protected 
and unprotected class. We are now 
strong In the protected class, but before 
the government stops adding to the list 
it should have at least 30 battleships of 
the first class, a large number of ar-

Pawned a Navy, 


The Kanaka kingdom bears theiu..^..,, 


distinction of being the only nation that 
ever pawned its navy. Few of the na- 
tives of Hawaii will iong for the opera 
bouffe days of King Kalakaua or re- 
gret the passing of the puppet1 king and 
Ills throne. No people needed a strong 
guiding arm like Uncle Sam's more 
than'these Kanakas.- During one of his 
visits to San Francisco Kalakaua,. was 
taken to the Mare Island navy yard, 
where he was greatly ^impressed by the . 
gunboats 
belonging to ' the United 


States.. For years he bad teen a. king 
with.alK the"hecess.afy pomp, but he at 
once realize^'th^t'^there had" all alo'ng- 
been a void which be could cnly fill by 
having a navy. 


He determined to have one and be- 


fore the sun had set had purchased a; 
merchant vessel. He had her towed to 
the Union Iron works, where her sides 
were plated with heavy iron. Then he 
sent to Honolulu for a crew, and ivhen 
the men arrived gorgeous uniforms were 
made for them, and iney were put1 on: 
board the vessel. 


For a long time Kalakaua had looked 


upson the Samojm islands with covetous 
eyes. One day Ae called the officers o£ 
his navy before him and cade them sail 
for Apia to annex those islands to the 
Hawaiian kingdom. 


It was a long voyage for Ineiperlenc- 


ed sailors. When the navy arrived, it 
was ragged, hungry and thirsty. The 
Samoans were a hospitable people. The 
officers of the Hawaiian navy were fet- 
ed, the crew was made drunk, and all 
were guests of honor. 


No mention was made of the cause,of 


the visit of the navy, and months flew 
by before.-.the_situle,inission of the Ha- 
wailans was-4raown. When the real ob- 
ject of their errand was discovered, th» 
Samoans were Indignant, and the Ka- '» 
nakas narrowly escaped massacre.

They retreated to their vessel, but , 


were loath to go to sea-without supplies* ; 
They offered to sell the navy to the Sa- , 
moans, but the latter refused to pur- ' 
;hase it. 
The Kanakas became desperate an4 ) 
at last succeeded In pawning the navy ,' 
to the Samoans for enough money ttf 
pay their passage home. When they ar- 
rived in Honolulu, they were put In / 
prison, but the lenient, soft hearted king 
. 


soon liberated-them. 


has jumped to a place that puts her far 
in advance of some of the nations which 
were looked upon as all powerful. Some 
*f these now look upon this country not 
only anxiously, but with fear, for she 
has risen to the dignity of a factor in 
the management of the affairs of the 
world if she cares to exercise her pre- 
rogative. 


The policy of the government hereto- 


fore has Seemingly been to maintain as 
email an army and navy as possible; 
and while our population Is large and 
our area of territory is great our fight- 
ing- forces have been smaller than Rome 
of lhe power.4 which a it- nut rated tvtn 
as third-claBH, It is now the intention 
of the government to increase both the 
land and naval forces and to have the 
latter always in a condition that will 
command respect. Our ships have al- 
ready shown the material they arc 
made of, and the officers and men who 
fought them their abilities as seamen 
and gunners. They have opened the 
•yes of the world and have proved that 


proved their quality and have shown 
where the weaknesses lie ami where 
improvements may be made. The type 
of vessels that have demonstrated their 
worth to the government arc the bat- 
tlenhlps and the armored,: protected and 
unprotected cruisers. 


Several powerful battleships are on 


the ways under construction, while sev- 
eral more have been authorized. Ap- 
propriations amounting to .many mil- 
lions of dollars have been made by con- 
gress for the purpose of'building more 
vessels. These, however, are not suffi- 
cient to put the na.vy on an equal foot- 
ing with the more powerful ones ot fciu- 
rope. The oflicera of the oo'natruetion 
hoard have worked but several plans by 
which the increase of the naval force 
may he made, ond it is stated that Sec- 
retary of the Navy Long will request 
congress to arid $32,000,000 to the amount 
already appropriated. This will he used 
for the construction of nine vessels oth- 
er than those now building or author- 
ized. There is littlo doubt that the rec-

| the present ships of the service. The 
style of hull adopted by the government 
will not be materially changed. The 
new vessels will be considerably larger 
than either the old ones or those now 
under construction or provided for. 
Many new devices which will add to 
efficiency and fighting ability will be in- 
stalled. Two of the more essential fea- 
tures of the new battleships will be the 
space allotted for coal bunkers, engines 
and magazines. They will be considera- 
bly larger than those of the ships now 
In use. The necessity for a large steam- 
ing radius has been emphasized by the 
wur, aoLuuly by Uiu Uuiiiuuil made upuu 
the battleship Oregon, In her unprece- 
dented run from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic. This aione has shown the need 
of large coal carrying capacity and in- 
creased speed. The days of ;tho 16 knot 
battleship are over. Nothing: less than 
18 knots will do »6r the modern heavy 
armored ships of the line, and even 
greater speed will bo striven for. 


Armor and armament will be differ- 


much less for the armored 
cruisers. 


The harveyized plates have a harden- 
ed surface of but a. few inches, while 
with the ICrupp system of treating the 
plates the process penetrates entirely 
through, hardening them from one side 
to the other. The armor along the sides 
of the ships will not he of equal thick- 
ness. It will bo graduated at the bow 
and stern, while In the center and over 
the vitals It will reach its maximum 
thickness. The thinner plates will be 
thick enough to keep out projectiles 
from the rapid fire gun3. while those 
over the vitals wlH be capable of with- 
a Landing the larger shells. 


The armament of nil classes of ves- 


sels will be distributed differently. Tho 
heavy turrets on'the beams of the ships 
will be dispensed with, and the weight 
thus saved will be utilized In placing 
armor on the upper works 6f sufficient 
thickness to keep out the fire of small 
projectiles and give the men behind the 
guns extra protection. The armament 
v.'ill thus really be increased rather 


radius and will be able to keep up a 
higher rate, of speed, than the vessels 
of, this class now in the service. The 
record made, by the Brooklyn on her 
trial trip will be made the basis for the 
computation of increase of speed that 
will be required in the new vessels. 
The Brooklyn made a trifle less than 
22 knots, and the hew ships will be re- 
quired to dp from two to three knots 
more. They will also have a coal carry- 
Ing capacity which will give them a 
steaming radius some thousands of 
miles greater than our present ships. 
This will be necessary to insure having 
enough fuel to a team U'Qiu one ol our 
now 'possessions to another without 
having to purchase at high prices from 
other countries while cruising:. 


It has been suggested that the larger 


vessels be fitted with torpedo tubes of 
the submerged type, if they carry any. 
Thin in itself Is a very important fcrob. 
lem, as the tube^aa.now'^rrang'ea are 
not only dangerous, but 'take up valu- 
able space that might ho used 'for 


mored cruisers of high speed and a 
number of protected and unprotected 
cruisers of about EOO tons greater dis- 
placement than the largest of their class 
now on .the active list. It will be neces- 
sary to maintain a large and powerful 
navy if the government Intends to keep 
the possessions taken from Spain and 
hold the position she has gained. 


The list of ships has begun'to grow. 


There are several battleships now on 
the ways or nearly ready \o be put into 
active service. Added to these will bo 
28 boats of the torpedp and destroyer 
class besides the number, that arc rap- 
idly Hearing completion. "AS' ynt none of 
the, new armored cruiser class has been 
provided for, but there Is no doubt that 
when congress convenes t appropriating 
will be made for a number of them. 
When these shall have been completed, 
the stars and stripes will be carried to 
the! ends of the earth on'as fln« ships 
as were ever built, and Uncle Sam will 
have a navy of which He may b* justly 
proud.
